spoken word or ex pression of the u n kin d thou ght 
that might wou n d if u ttered, the daily practice 
of kin dlin ess that smoothes the path of life for 
those with whom on e comes in con tact. 
There is n o lack of sin cerity in su ch an a tti­ 
tu de.
